Chatham  College  is 
Ranked  fourth  Nationally  for 
Study  Abroad.  About  69%  of 
Chatham  Students  get  the  chance 
to  study  in  another  country. 

Most  students  get  their 
chance  during  their  sophomore 
year,  on  the  Sophomore  Interim 
Abroad  Program.  Every  year 
sophomores  are  offered  their 
choice  of  four  countries  to  which 
they  can  travel  during  January  for 
a  3  credit  class.  This  year  students 
chose  between  Ireland,  India, 
Beliz  and  France. 

Beside  Sophomore  In- 
terim Abroad,  Chatham  has 
exchange  programs  with 
Doshisha  Women's  College  in 
Kyoto,  Japan,  and  Seoul 
Women's  University  in  Korea. 
Chatham  also  makes  it  very  easy 
for  students  to  go  abroad  with 
programs  sponsored  by  other 
universities.  One  of  the  most 
popular  is  Semester  at  Sea  which 
is  run  through  the  University  of 
Pittsburgh.  Other  programs  take 
place  in  Costa  Rica,  France, 
Australia  etc.  This  year  some 
students  went  to  El  Salvador  and 
the  West  Bank.

Jess  Loving  did  in  London  this 
summer.

Women  in  Public  Life 

The  Interim  Abroad  trip  to  Ireland  provided  students  with  a  first 
person  view  of  a  changing  society.    Watching  the  people  of  Ireland 
create  their  first  Bill  of  Rights,  go  through  an  economic  boom,  and 
explore  the  advantages  of  women  in  the  workplace  is  like  going  back  in 
time  to  study  our  own  country's  history.  There  were  several  parallels 
between  Ireland  and  the  United  States,  but  they  are  also  very  different. 
One  of  the  biggest  is  how  far  back,  their  history  really  goes.  Ruins  still 
exist  from  the  fifth  century,  something  that  we  can  never  boast  of. 

The  Ireland  tour  began  in  Dublin.  The  first  four  days  were 
spent  visiting  the  Dail  (the  parliament  building)  meeting  senators, 
taking  a  tour  of  the  city,  visiting  the  women's  studies  departments  of 
two  major  universities,  speaking  to  a  panel  from  the  Women  in  Tech- 
nology and  Science  group,  (WITS)  drinking  lots  of  tea  and  enjoying  the 
nightlife. 

The  group  moved  on  to  Northern  Ireland  and  the  first  stop  was 
Newry.  a  town  very  closely  associated  with  Pittsburgh.  The  Rooney's, 
owners  of  the  Pittsburgh  Steeler's  football  team  are  originally  from 
Newry.  The  relationship  can  best  be  seen  by  the  giant  Heinz  factory 
that  towers  over  the  canal.  The  group  stayed  overnight  in  Newry  and 
visited  an  ancient  structure  known  as  New  Grange,  compared  to 
England's  Stonehenge  but  older  and  thought  to  have  some  ritualistic 
connection  with  the  Winter  Solstice.  They  next  spent  four  days  in 
Belfast.  Although  its  another  large  city,  its  very  different  from  Dublin. 
The  "troubles"  in  North  Ireland  have  taken  its  toll  on  Belfast,  and  the 
ominous  mood  of  the  city  can  be  seen  in  the  graffitti  and  the  large  steel 
gates  that  once  closed  off  parts  of  the  city  from  one  another,  hi  Belfast.

The  Jewelled  Taj: 
Through  the  Tourist  Gaze 

The  Interim  Abroad  Trip  to  India  provided  students  with  total 
immersion  in  a  culture  completely  different  then  their  own.  For  some 
it  was  quite  a  culture  shock. 

They  began  their  tour  in  Delhi,  the  capital  city.  Delhi  is  a  very 
planned  city  architecturally,  an  indication  of  its  French  origins.  The 
merging  of  Old  and  New  Delhi  can  easily  be  seen.  On  their  tour,  one  of 
the  attractions  was  a  fort  located  in  old  Delhi.

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Reefs,  Ruins,  and  Rainforests 

In  January  2001.  23  students  left  behind  the  cold  and  snowy 
weather  of  Pittsburgh  and  headed  for  some  fun  in  the  sun!  Chatham 
Abroad's  trip  to  Belize  was  led  by  returning  jungle  men,  Dr.  Lenz  and 
Dr.  Wister.  The  students  and  professors  had  an  adventure  before  even 
leaving  Chatham's  campus.  The  buses  didn't  show  up  at  4:00  a.m.  and 
they  had  early  morning  eye  opener  piling  into  taxis,  hoping  to  make  it 
to  the  airport  on  time. 

The  group  landed  in  the  Belize  City  airport  where  the  weather 
pleasantly  greeted  them.  The  group  spent  most  of  the  time  on  rainforest 
expeditions  and  climbing  ancient  Mayan  temples  at  Lamanai, 
Xunantunich,  and  Cahal  Pech  in  Belize.  At  Lamanai,  they  became 
crocodile  hunters  and  witnessed  the  nocturnal  life  of  rainforest  animals 
during  night  hikes.  They  certainly  saw  some  of  the  biggest  bugs  EVER 
during  those  hikes!  They  stayed  in  thatched  roof  cabanas,  wakened  to 
the  sounds  of  the  rainforest,  and  got  a  full  supply  of  Vitamin  C  in  the 
fresh  squeezed  juice  served  every  morning! 

The  jungle  wildlife  was  amazing!  Jaguars,  howler  monkeys, 
coatimundies,  and  more  birds  than  imaginable  were  seen  the  plush 
rainforest!  There  was  even  a  chance  to  hike  deep  into  an  ancient, 
ceremonial  Mayan  cave  where  few  people  have  gone  before!  Mayans 
believed  that  Chumpiate  Cave  was  the  one  of  the  passageways  into  the 
underworld. 

The  adventure  didn't  end  there.  The  students  went  to  Tikal, 
Guatemala  which  is  one  of  the  largest  Mayan  sites  in  the  Mayan 
World.  For  a  predawn  hike,  our  group  climbed  the  largest  temple, 
Temple  IV,  to  watch  the  jungle  come  to  life  and  ended  the  day  by 
climbing  a  Mayan  pyramid  to  watch  the  sunset.  It  was  an  enchanting 
experience. 

The  last  few  days  of  the  trip  was  spent  on  South  Water  Caye,  a 
small  tropical  island  off  the  coast  of  Belize.  The  clear,  blue  Caribbean 
waters  of  the  caye  offer  some  of  the  best  snorkeling  in  the  world!  They 
saw  aquatic  wonders  of  the  beautiful,  colorful  coral  reefs  and  swam 
with  creatures  of  the  sea.  Students  even  had  the  chance  to  crack  and  eat 
fresh  coconuts!  Now  that  they  have  experienced  Belize,  they  are  ready 
to  be  cast  members  of  their  own  seasonal  series  of  Survivor
